This conceded, md one hundred 
and fifty millions of J^oAtima claims will 
be more than counterbalanced by tho claims 
of British aubjecta, for aliped damage to 
Bod seisuro of neutral property by our army 
end navy. Should this provision prove to 
be as broad aa indicated, the cbancea for 
the ralificaiion of the treaty by the Senato 
are very small, for Coegrcas will never 
accord to a neutral, whose eympathiea 
were probably against us, such a mode of 
redresa, while our own citiiens at the south, 
be they ever so loyal, are debarred by law 
from prosecuting like claims agaiuat the 
GovernmCDt ld their own eonrla. 

ThePoit'i special says: The protocol 
forlhesettlemant of the Alabama claims 
will nndoubudly be rejected.

moisture io the air. It may be poj I 
never got to the Maine mountains to tee. 
But as far as my ob^er^-aiion wentj I never 
saw any, either in monxitiin or valley in 
say part of New Kngtand. My private 
impression ia^ makiog oJloWficce for the 
iaflueoce of dry air, that the pecuhar pale- 
ness of the New England gtrla connectfi 
itself with too much meatphyalcs, hot 
bread and pie, 

I have Etrong convictiua^ on tbe subject 
of pie- Not to EpeaV of mere palenecs, I 
don't see how the Americans can reconcile 
it with their notions of what is due to tba 
laws of nature to live to tlie age they dOj 
coDsideriog the amount of pie Ibey eat and 
the rapidity with which they eat it I 
don't remember that 1 ever sat down to a 
dinner in America, even in a poor man's 
booM, without finding pie of some kind, 
oflen of several kinds^ on the table, and 
withont finding that everybody partook of 
it, down to the microscopic lady or gentle- 
man whom we should call the baby. Pie 
13 vadispensablc. Tekc aoythicg away, 
but leave pie. Americans can fitand the 
prohibition of oil intoxicating drinks, hut 
attempt to prohibit pie and you would 
piuogc America into a icvolutioo in a day. 
Then metaphjaicfll In one famify 
which I visited in the Conneticul Valley, 
two of the girla were deep in the study of 
algebra and metaphysica, as a voluntary 
ejtercisej and shut themstlved up for three 
hours a day with Oolcoso, and Sir William 
Hamilton and Kant. This wa^i perhaps, 
exceptional, but the iNew Englaod brain ia 
very busy. It develo[x^3 very toon and 
very fastj and begins !it an eiceediogly 
early age to eserciee itself with the ab- 
truser Eiudic^f. ParenU and teachers offcn 
tolJ me that their difficulty, with the girls 
eap<:cially, waii not to get them urged on, 
but to get them btld hack. In oncyoun" 
ladles" seminary which I visited ihcy were 
held back with the following Jigjji studies, 
10 addition to all the ordinary branchi:B: 
Vifgil aod Horace, Latin pro:-yj comjfOHi- 
lioQ, anat'/my and hy^fiene, moral philos- 
ophy, menial philo^phy and 'juadratic 
cfjuatsonE. To this add pic and hot bread, 
and what could you eij^tct but palcncK^ 
even among the Monot^iina of Maine V 

Palenesa and pie notwithstanding; the 
Americ^in girls art very delightful. And 
in one point tht^- fairly surpisa the major- 
ity of Kngli^hgirls—lhcy Jire all educated 
and well informed, it ia a painful, but, I 
fear, an incootrovertibie fact, that mo.stof 
the girls on thJh tide are very ignorant on 
General subjects. I don'tblam'e thcmi 1 
blame the system of education. Some 
giris are fa-'K; mating, whether they arc ed- 
ucated or not i but to be left alone, as one 
tomctimts is, with a girl who knows nolh- 
ingj in a room with no piano^ is cscecd- 
ingly embarrassing— after tbe weather ban 
been exbau.^lcd. There ia never theeame 
difficulty with American girls, Tbe ad- 
mirable educational tystem of New Eng- 
land, covering the whole area of society, 
has given fheiu c^Jucation, whether they be 
poor or rich ; has fufnislied them with u 
great deal of ^tnerjil information, and haw 
(juickened their dc^.ire for more. 

An American girl will talk with you 
about anything, and feel (or what has tho 
same cffect.'hcem Us ftelj interest in il. 
Their tendency ia, ficrhaps, to teJk too 
much, and to talk beyond their knowledge. 
With tho cleverer (or aa Oiey would say 
Ihtmfclvefl, the "Hmarter,") of them, it 
fcoemcd to mcftometiniea to mako no per- 
ceptible difference whether they knew any- 
thing of the subject they talked about or 
Dot, Wenlioning this feftiure of American 
character to a Bo&tou gentleman, he said, 
'.'It is true, I wuflhlruck in England with 
the Bilenco of the |ieoploiwhcn they had 
nothing to, Bay, Ono timp, travelling in a 
carriftgo with a iw^Ucman, I aftkedhimhis 
opinion of the huWoU II<? Tcpli^, ' I hfcve 
not coutidercd tho eubjcct yet.' You

remarkable example ever beard of was 
brought forward by Dr. WaJiaatoo, This 
was an example of solid gold wire without 
any silver. He procured a small rod of 
silver, bored a hole through it from end to 
end, sjtd inserted in this hole the smallest 
gold wire he could ptooure; be subjected 
the silver to the usual wire-drawing pro- 
cess, until he had brought it to the fineft 
attaiaable state — being, in fact, a silver 
wire as fine as a hair, with a gold wire in 
the centre. To isolate tbts gold wire he 
Eubjoctedit to warm nitrous acid, by which 
the silverwa^ dissolved, leaving a gold wire 
one-thirty-thousaDdth of qd inch in thid:- 
ness — perbap3 the thinnest round wire 
that the hand of man bag yet produced. 
But the wire, though' beyond alf compari- 
son finer than any employed in manufac- 
tnries, does not approach in thinness the 
film of gold on the surface of silver in gold 
laee. It has been caloolalod that the 
gold on the very finest silver wire for gold 
lace ia not more than one-third of one mill- 
ioQth of an Inch in thickness^ that is, not 
above one-tenth the thictacss of ordinary 
gold leaf.

Reptiles, 

The number of specicH of reptiles is set 
down at two thousand^ or less than that of 

mammals or birds; moat of them are ter- 
restrial, but some, it ie said, can sustain 

themselves m the air, Some reptiles live 
habitually in the water, swimming by 

means of flalteoed fina (as tbe turtles) or 
byathin tail, asin crocodiles; olhersdwcll 
in subterranean buTfovra. 

EvGPy degree of Epeed is found among 
reptiles; and while some are fitted to nm 
over dry wmd, others aro better adapted 
to climbing trees, or a&cendiog smooth sur- 
faces. The means of defence with which 
nature has provided reptile^ arc maoy; 
and although their appearance is sufficient 
to repel mo&t animals, yet they aro fur- 
nished with other safeguarda, which ten- 
dcra an attack upon them, to eay tho lea.^t, 
unpleasant. The crocodile and turtle are 
Eufiieiently p ro tec k;d against ordinary n^- 
saulU; the agility of the lizard Fcrvtahim 
vrdi, for he dartfl lulo hi.s hole at tbe ex- 
pen.'ie, possibly, of his tail, which ia Boon 
reproduced. The great boa.n can prevail 
over every foe but man; and the poison- 
ouB fiings of other serficots, and the bria^- 
ling fcpine^ of the horned lizard, aro amply 
fcufGieicnt to guard them from tho attacks 
of predacoous members^ of the animal king- 
dom. 

HeplilcH arc very useful to man in var- 

iouH ways; t/^me fulfil the law of their 
beinj^ by catching in^.ect^, while others 
serve a^ food, or bupply material useful in 
the aria. The mueclca of reptiles are red, 
though paler than in inammala or birds; 
they preserve their irritabiliity for a long 
time nfitr death. Tortoises have been 
known to live eighteen days after their 
trains have been removed. Most reptiles 
grow slowly, live long, and are very ten- 
acious of life. The sense of touch is dull 
whether exercised by tho skin, toes, lips' 
tongue, or tail; Uato must also bo dull, 
as the food of reptiles is ewallowcd with- 
out mafiticalion. Ueptilcs eat and drink 
comparilivoly ii(tlc, and arc able to go a 
long time without food. Tho young, 
when born, are able lo provirlc for them- 
solves, and are fjencrally indifferent lo tho 
mother, /
